Objective—$10,000 


The drive for funds with Which 
to build the Vulcan and District 
Memorial Swimming Pool got un¬ 
derway this week. The objective 
for individual subscriptions has 
been set at $10,000. This means 
that everyone’s support is .neces¬ 
sary and that citizens are being 
asked to donate as much as pos¬ 
sible. However, Vulcanites have 
proved during the war years that 
they are willing to donate sub¬ 
stantially to any worthy cause, and 
here is just such a cause and the 
results will be in evidence right in 
the district where everyone may 
see it and use it to advantage. The 
benefits of such a project are quite 
obvious and need no further eluci¬ 
dation in these columns. V 

A well has been completed close 
by the site oftthe proposed Vulcan 
and District Memorial Swimming 
Pool and the plans now call for 
pool measuring 25 feet by 75 feet,, 
and varying in depth from two to 
eight feet. These measurements are 
in accordance with Olympic stand¬ 
ards so that if, at some future date 
it is the local desire to hold swim 
meets or water sports, they may 
do so. An adequate filtration and 
chlorination system will be install¬ 
ed in the pool assuring clean water 
that is entirely free from any bac¬ 
teria at all times. This also has the 
added advantage that the one fil¬ 
ling with water will suffice for the 
entire summer season, and the on¬ 
ly water that will be needed is that 
which is lost through evaporation 
and by showers. 

To ensure that the pool will be 
waterproof, permanent and of first 
class construction and meet with 
all requirements, known and anti¬ 
cipated, the firm of Bavia, Ripley 
and Associates, Consulting Engin¬ 
eers, of Calgary, have been en¬ 
gaged to supervise the plans and 
construction. (Note: Theirs is 
strictly a supervisory capacity and 
have no part in the construction 
other than supervising to make 
sure that it is a first class pool in 
every respect). „ 

A picture of ,the Claresholm 
swimming pool appears in this is¬ 
sue.

Fall Shooting 

Shooting of Hungarian part¬ 
ridge and sharp-tail grouse will be 
confined to southern Alberta. 

For Hungarian partridge the 
northern boundary will be High- 
wood river and down to the Bow 
river to Highway 24; along High¬ 
way 1 to Highway 9 and from 
there to the Saskatchewan bound¬ 
ary. The season will open Oct. 1 
to Nov. 24. 

Sharp-tail grouse may be shot in 
the area extending from the main 
linj of the Canadian Pacific Rail¬ 
way, through Calgary, Bassano 
and Medicine Hat, from Oct. 8 to 
Oct. 27. 

Pheasant Seasons 

There will be an open season on 
pheasants throughout Alberta from 
Oct. 8 to Oct. 27, and a longer sea¬ 
son in the Eastern Irrigation Dis¬ 
trict. 

The duck and geese season will 
be from Sept. 15 till Dec. 15, in 
that part of the province lying to 
the south of the Athabasca river 
and south of the north boundary of 
township 72 from its intersection 
with the Athabasca river to its in¬ 
tersection with the Alberta-Sas- 
katchewan inter-provincial border.

Millions 
and millions of dollais have gone into research which 
h;ts led to this great discovery- L'ntold millions have 
also gone into perfecting other war weapons with a 
view ta mass destruction and unimaginable suffering 
in that destruction! The world over, laboratories 
have been working night and day to evolve still more 
potent weapons for mass destruction. Yet" the scien- 
t sts who create these horrors are urged on by fear 
ridden or-conquest seeking governments.' They ate 
troubtless men who would be much happier if they 
were working on discoveries which would bring bene¬ 
diction an i healing to mankind.' 

There is great relief at the moment that the secret 
of the atomic bomb lies with United States and Bri¬ 
tain. But other laboratories are at work on the 
same thing all over the world, o. if they aren’t,'they 
soon will be.

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Need of Meat 
Rationing?* 
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--There seems- a great difference 
of up n ; on, locally and elstwhe,», 
respecting'the need of meat nl- 
tloning. -Many producers see <m 
impending glut of cattle and lambs 
even before the heavy fall rush of 
cattle to market. It is thought that 
the supply of cattle, present a id 
future, is so gieat that there—is 
"no necessity for meat rationing. 

Other aigumcnts against this .suin- 
bersome, system that is beihg set 
up is that it was found in the past 
that more meat was consumed uu 
dor rationing than when no re¬ 
strictions were imposed; that it in¬ 
volves cost and expense to the gov¬ 
ernment and will also add to the 
worries of the retail butcher. 

The announcement that U.S. 
may suspend meat rationing short¬ 
ly, is having no effect on Canadian i 
policy, and « apparently ration 
plans are going forward as an¬ 
nounced. 

With congestion in the packing 1 
houses and advice to unload plain 
cattle early, there is general fear 
that prices on live animals may be 
forced dowir for the producer. The 
price ceilings permit packers to 
operate without loss and the far¬ 
mer expects that the price which 
he receives for his live animals will 
he in line with the prices charged 
to consumers. 

For those who market lambs the 
situation is no less acute. Up until 
the time that it was announced 
meat rationing would be .resumed, 

Canadian lambs and sheep were 
moving to the : States. Then further 
export w as prohibited and . lambs, 
wi nt unhid and unbought on Can¬ 
adian markets. The government is 
ask d for immediate lifting of the 
p ohibition t i enable lambs and 
sheep to be disposed of on the U.S. 
market.

fneat for European countries, apd 
there must be assurance that stock CARPENTER WORK and 
now on hand i ml shortly” rendy for 
market, can 1 e disposed of when 
ready, and that prices are kept 
firm in spite of alleged glut in 
packing houses.

T’, •? ’ es 
been strong suspicion that the 
idea 4ri the background is lo delay 
buying until the. lambs pass the 
1-2 month age, and command only 
with mutton prices.

What Is Radar?

A TWTfiJier of High River young 
men have been in radar service 
during the war. People knew that 
this was a highly technical and 
well guarded invention, but beyond 
:h..t l.ttle- has been known. Now 
secrecy is lifted, and it is learned 
that radar played a major role in 
the Battle , of Britain and the 
eventual victory over Germany. 

In the operation of radar a 
transmitter sends out radio energy 
ip. intensj bursts called pulses. 
These may be only one one-million¬ 
th of a second long and they trav¬ 
el at 186,000 miles a second. They 
show on the panel of the radar set 
as a single line which serves as 
time base. When the transmitted 
pulses strike 4n object a radio 
echo is sent hack to a receiver and 
a vertical pip appears on the time 
base. Since the-speed of the pulses 
is k«Oi\n the range of the reflect¬ 
ing object can be estimated. The 
bearings are determined by means 
of directional antenna. On some 
radlir panels the altitude is shown. 
By using two sets of aeiials the- 
height of an aircraft can be de¬ 
tected within 500 feet and the num 
her of aircraft.

There is general warning of the 
evil consequences which will fall 
upon the word of the existing sys¬ 
tem of high tariffs is maintained. 
On April 23 Henry Wallace, Secre¬ 
tary of Commerce, for United 
Slates, warned the U.S. Congress 
that If existing tariffs were main¬ 
tained t would “not only result in., 
considerable unemployment in Un- 
. i'ed States, but would hurt other 
nations seriously find might even 
cause, revolutions.” 

Ths Searle Grain Company bul- v 
letin in adding its voice to the 
gen ral warning, expla ns the eco¬ 
nomic conditions which prevail to¬ 
day over tl e greater part of the 
modern world—air which is free; 
water which is free; foodstuffs 
which can only be obtained at the 
e>pe: se of labor; shade, warmth; 
shelted, clothing. Of all •these 
things foadstufTs are the most 
necessary consideration because, 
e e.y person must have daily 
bread, 

“Today the world contains 2000 
million p-'op’e, a high percentage 
living in cities, engaged in manu¬ 
facture. But with all the science 
in the world this industrial pro¬ 
gress would rot have been estab¬ 
lished if sufficient food had not 
been produced and transported to 
maintain the c'ty industrial work¬ 
ers. Industries and cities depend 
on important foodstuffs for their 
very existence. 

Tie count) ies which produced 
these foodstuffs have all been op¬ 
ened up effectively only during the 
last 100 years:—The large areas 
of feitile lands of Australia, the 
Argentine, the Un ted States and 
Canada, which produce great quan¬ 
tities of surplus foods. During 
thes > 100 years the world develop¬ 
ed a system of freedom of inter¬ 
nut onal trade, by which the people 
who live in crowded cities could 
obtain easily, in exchange for the 
goods they manufactured, the food¬ 
stuffs necessary to maintain life 
within th?if bodies. As long as 
these exchange■> of foods for goods 
took pla-e there was little or no 
trouble n the world; no great 
wars; few revolutions; people both 
in cities and in food producing 
lands were employed, and were all 
more or less satisfied. In recent 
yra s, however, a great change 
took place. These vital exchanges 
of foodstuffs for goods, and upon 
which mi I ons had depended for 
their daily bread, were sharply 
curtailed. They were obstructed 
by devices called “tariffs and quo¬ 
tas” which served to lessen consid¬ 
erably the goods the people in 
these crowded cities could sell 
al road. Those city people, there¬ 
fore, became unemployed, and 
wo se, weie unable to obtain in 
exchange for their goods the 
amount- of foodstuffs they needed 
to maintain the spark of life. It 
might be argued that it was per¬ 
haps not a good th'ng to open up 
these fertile lands in Australia, 
the Argentine, the United States 
and Canada; not a good thing to 
p odnee these surplus foodstuffs 
which resulted in such a great in¬ 
crease in population, and which 
th refpre enabled a large part of 
4he popu’alion to live in cities, but 
'the harsh fact is that whether it 
was right or-not, it was done, and 
.nothing we can now do can alter it. 

High Tariffs Hu t Cities . 

The imposit'on of high tariffs. 
howWer. starting in 1922, entire- 
l\- changed the economic pattern of 
life of the greater part of the 
world. Tin se hindrances to trade 
and commeice resulted in unem¬ 
ployment and irritations,- caused 
misery, sufferings and some star¬ 
vation. Is it rot obvious, there¬ 
fore, that the very first thing the 
nations row in conference have to 
do is to make it possible for that 
pattern of existence to be resumed 
v hich was the condition under 
which the greater part of the peo¬ 
ple were fed and lived so peace¬ 
fully up until ouite recent vears: 
end to permit these healthful and 
vitally neces ary international ex¬ 
changes to take place once more 
that the hungry working people of 
without undue hindrance. All so 
the world who live in cities can re¬ 
ceive in exchange for the goods 
then need to sustain life in their 
bodies.

Whf>re a separator is used, 
weed seeds should be burned at the 
setting before livestock are turned 
into the stubble. In spite of this, 
a considerable number of weed 
seeds may be eaten and spread 
aronnd by the stock unless further 
precautions are taken. The range 
of live stock on stubble in the fall 
should be limited as much as pos¬ 
sible so that weeds may not be car¬ 
ded to fields other than those on 
which they were produced.

According to the A.M.A., Alber¬ 
ta motor vehicle operators con¬ 
tributed nearly $3,000,000 to the 
Alberta treasury in the first three 
months of the present fiscal year, 
April 1 to June 30.

Tiny little 
figures, half-hidden by the foliage 
and the stones of the rock garden, 
faithfully depicting in color, form 
and action some phase of western 
life. 

And the rock garden itself is an 
assembly of mountain flowers and 
plants from all over the world. 
There are specimens from the An¬ 
des, the Himalayas, the Alps and 
so on—plants that in their native 
soil grow at ^ height of of- 16000 
feet. Interspersed with cactus 
plants and such dry soil vegeta¬ 
tion, these provide a gay ensemble 
of coloring, and are a rich field for 
botanists. The real tragedy of the 
-rock gar’den to its owner is that 
Scottish heather does not flourish 
as he would like. It does not take 
to the transplanting as the seeds 
from other plants have done. ’ 

Probably, no home in these parts 
has as many visitors as Dave 
Blacklock’s bachelor abode. The 
children of the Valley hang round 
there,.wandering round the gar¬ 
den hovering over the little figur-.

Home canning of ripe tomatoes is an easy and economical 
means of protecting your tomatoes supplies for next winter,..,^ 

Select fully ripened tomatoes good firm tomatoes are 
best. Sterilize Vhe sealers. Blanch the ripe tomatoes in boiling 
water in a collander for sufficient time that they peel readily. Dip 
unde i cold water to cool off enough to peel them. 

Pack the blanched peeled tomatoes into the sealers, breaking 
just enough of them to- fill the sealer up to the top. Add one tea¬ 
spoonful of salt into the centre of each sealer. S«rew down tops 
almost tight, just enough to let any air escape in the boiling. Place 
into hot-water bath and boil for 25 minutes. Remove and screw tops 
down tightly. 

No water is ever added to the tomatoes. You use’ 100/d toma¬ 
toes, with the salt, breaking just enough tomatoes to get juice up 
to the top.of the sealer before screwing on top.
